Eighteen Nursing Battered 


Heads as a Result 


MOB CHARGED BY POLICE 


Rlotjng Strikers In New Bedford Sub- 


dued by Vlgorout Use of Night 
Sticks—More Than Half a. Hundred 
Shot, Fired—Strikers Rush Blue- 
coati, but Beat Rereat When Cluba 
Beat Lively Tattoo on Their Skulls 


Now Bedford, Mass., Aug. 27.— 


SMghteen prisoners are nursing bat- 
tered heads In police headquarters as 
the result of a pitched battle in which 
300 
rioting strikers were 
arrayed 


against Chief of Police Mason and 
thirty-five of his, men at the Sharp 
mill. 


More than forty striking building 


laborers were clubbed, fifty shots were 
fired by the police and a hand-to-hand 
fisht resulted before tho spirit of the 
mob was broken and It was scattered. 


It was one of the worst riots that 


the police have ever had to deal with. 
The strikers broke away from the ef- 
forts of their leaders, and marched In 
a body from Labor 
temple 
to the 


South End. 


They passed police headquarters 


cheering derisively and filing In for- 
eign languages. 


When they reached the vicinity, of 


the Sharp mill they formed Into a 
cheerVng crowd and listened to several 
self-appointed 
leaders, 
who urged 


them to rush the construction work 
and drive out the men working In the 
ditches. 


Chief Mason, reaching a point be- 


tween the advancing strikers and the 
mill, formed his men in an open lot 
near the corner of Dunbar street and 
Bolton road. 


The strikers stopped to pick HP 


stones and clubs while the officers 
awaited their coming. 
When but a 


few feet lay between the mob and tile 
officers, Mason told his men to dis- 
perse the mob. 


Charging into the crowd, with re- 


volvers In their left hands and night 
sticks in their right, the thirty-five 
policemen swung their ctung on the 
first heads they could reach. 


For a few minutes the mob fought 


back, but nightsticks felled the lead- 
ers and shots fired over the heads of 
the mob scared thi strikers (n the 
fringe of the crowd. 


Finely they broke and fell'Into a 


panic. 
The police charged 
again, 


seized all tho rloten they could lay 
their hands on and began to hustle 
them Into automobiles under arrest. 


The strikers, seeing some of their 


numbers being arrested, formed again 
and rushed the police. 
Clubs beat 


another lively tattoo, revolvers were 
flourished and finally eighteen men 
wore in three waiting automobiles for 
the mile and a half trip to headquar- 
ters. 


The crowd charged again, afld when 


the automobiles started the strikers 
leaped upon the running boards on the 
springe and swarmed over thfe hood 
onto the chauffeurs. 


The chauffeurs, who up to this time 


were Interested onlookers, had to 
fight. 
With one hand on the steer- 


Ing wheel, they kicked and swung Iron 
bars or monkey wrenches until the 
strikers were forced to let go their 
hold and rolled over and over in the 
roadside In dirt. 


Of the eighteen arrested strikers 


six had wounds OB their heads that 
will keep them indoors 
for 
several 


days, while the remaining dozen were 
covered with cuts and bruises. 


The only officer that bore marks as 


the result of the riot was Patrolman 
Low tier. 


The neighborhood where the battle 


took place was wildly excited as the 
police charged the strikers. Women 
ran screaming into ttheir homes and 
locked themselves in.

gloomy predictions as to Republican 
prospects in the approaching elec- 
tions. Rhode Island alone of the New 
England group of states remains to be 
heard from, and there is not much 
comfort in the situation there, it is 
feared. 


While there is no danger In Ver- 


mont being actually lost to the party, 
Its early election date, falling in Sep- 
tember, has led to. its 
vote being 


usually regarded as an:excellent politi- 
cal barometer throughout the coun- 
try, 
and the records show 
that 
a 


good, substantial Republican vote in 
the Green Mountain State has always 
foreshadowed the triumph of the party 
In the nation at large. This year pre- 
piminary canvasses indicate a tre- 
mendous falling off In. tho strength of 
the party. 


Jn Maine, once "rock-ribbed," the 


state of Elaine, Reed, DIngley and 
many others whom the Republicans 
delight to honor, actual 
defeat 
is 


threatening the leaders. 
Mr. Fer- 


nald, the Hepubllcan candidate, is 
likely to be defeated by Mr. Plaisted, 
the Democratic- standard bearer, ac- 
cording to^data gathered by anxious 
Republican leaders. 
It Is also pre- 


dicted that the Second congressional 
district, once represented by the late 
Nelson Dingley and 'later by Charles 
E. Uttleflold, is going Democratic. 


New Hampshire, President Taft has 


been informed, Is torn by factional 
troubles. 
With Mr. 
Ellis as 
the 


regular candidate i and Mr. Bass as 
that of the progressives, bitter feeling 
has developed to an extent which seri- 
ously threatens the welfare 
of 
the 


party. 
As a campaign argument for 


Bass, the story is industriously circu- 
lated that he has the warm sympathy 
of Roosevelt. 
In this connection It is

PUREST FIRES 


PREVENTABLE 


Pinchot Lays Blame on 


Opponents of Forestry 


RECENT LOSSES IN WEST 


They Have Already Reached Eight 


Times the Appropriation For 1910— 
Force of Forest Rangers Pitifully 
Small, but Very Effective—Should 
Be Methods For Conquering Flrea 
Before They Grow Strong 


Washington, Aug. 27.—Gifford Pin- 


chot, former forester of the United 
States, In a bristling statement, lays 
directly at the door of Senator Hey-

that In 1909 Heyburn led a bitter fight 
to cut the forest service appropriation 
In two. He and the other, men men- 
tioned have fought the service from 
the start, and have been especially 
hitter because of the excellent work of 
its Intelligent publicity department. 
The forest flres appropriation for this 
year IB about $0,000,000, which, ac- 
cording 
to 
the 
latest 
estimates, 


amounts to only about one-eighth of 
the loss suffered in the state of Wash- 
ington alone. 


The forest rangers, who are mount- 


ed, are required to cover 25,000 acres 
each. The force Is pitifully small, in 
the opinion of the friends of the for- 
est service, but even with its limita- 
tion Pinchot says It has put out every 
year many thousands of small flres, 
any one of which under certain,condi- 
tions.might have developed Into a con-' 
flagratiou which 10,000 men could not 
stop. 
The fires are caused by loco- 


motives, campers and more than might 
generally be supposed, by lightning. 


While the 
forest 
ranger neces- 


sarily acts alone, he Is of great prac- 
tical value to a community In blazing 
trails. The establishment.of the for- 
est telephone service also has proved 
of great use In summoning and as- 
sembling men to fight fires before they 
have much headway. 
Extension of 


this class of work has been, pressed 
for In congress and has been regular- 
ly opposed by a group of men at whom 
Pinchot now hurls his thunderbolt. 


The Pinchot statemen, which.fur- 


nished a glittering example of . tho 
Roosevelt method of taking advantage 
of psychological opportunities for: driv- 
ing'an Idea home to the people!

"A fire In the forest is the same kind 


of thing as a fire in the city. There 
Is only one way to fight either. 
The 


fire department of every city is or- 
ganized with the prime Idea of getting 
to the fire when it is young. So with 
forest 
flres. 
The time to conquer 


them Is before they grow strong. 
If 


a forest is equipped with roads, trails, 
telephone lines and a reasonable num- 
ber of men for patrol there Is no more 
likelihood that great flres will b'e able 
to get started than there Is that great 
conflagrations like the Chicago fire will 
get started in a city with a modern fire 
department. 
Under rare 
circum- 


stances they may, but the chances are 
aganat It. 


"The forest servloe has done won- 


ders with Its handful of devoted men. 
It has put out every year many thou- 
sands of. small flres, any one of which 
under favorable conditions might have 
developed into a conflagration which 
10,000 men could not stop. This year, 
because of the 
great 
drouth, 
the 


worst in much of the west for more 
then twenty years, there were too 
many fires and too few rangers. 


"The lesson from these forest fires 


Is perfectly clear. When a city suf- 
fers from a great flre it does not re- 
trench In ita

department, but 


strengthens It. That is what the na- 


] tlon might do on the national forests. 


"If even a small fracton of tha loss 


from the present fires had- been' ex- 
pended in additional patrol and pre- 
ventative equipment, some or perhnpa 
nearly all of the loss could have been 
avoided.
